PHYSICS CO-OP LIVES!! 


At the May 2gth, 1987 meeting of Senate, Physics Co-op was 
ratified. On July 2, 1987 Dean Bertrand appointed Dr. J. A. MacKinnon 
Director of Physics Co-op for a three year period effective immediately 
and terminating 31 May, 1990. The first students will enter the Physics 
Co-op during the 1987-88 academic year. 


AWARDS 


Congratulations to Mr. Bao N. Tran for receiving an FCAR 
fellowship for the 1987-88 academic year. Mr. Tran has already held an 
NSERC fellowship and has held and continues to hold a Concordia 
fellowship. Mr. Tran received his MSc from Concordia in Spring 1985 and 
is continuing to work towards a PhD in elementary particle physics. 


TEXTBOOKS, CONSULTING 


On July 8, 1987 Dr. Kalman signed a Contract with West Publishing 
Company to write a calculus based introductory physics textbook. Work 
on the textbook will not interfere with the performance of the physics 
secretaries as West has in addition to a nonrefundable advance granted 
Dr. Kalman $6,000. US for technical assistance in producing the textbook. 
Additionally Trellisys software Corporation has offered Dr. Kalman a one 
day a week Consulting Contract to assist in developing “expert systems" 
Computer disc packages to assist students with difficulties in introductory 
physics. Dean Bertrand has indicated his approval for both projects: 
The results of both projects will hopefully be used by students in Cegep 
in the Montreal area and should be beneficial in the Concordia physics 
recruiting effort. 
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
